ISRAEL GUNBOATS SHELL 
ARAB TERRORIST BASE 


Jerusalem Post Military Correspondent 

Four Israeli missile boats yester- 
Cay attacked a terrorist base and 
headquarters on the Lebanese shore 
at Rashadiva some 24 kms. north 
of Rosh Hanikra. The army spokes- 
man said all the boats returned 
safely to base. : 

The boats shelled the base with 
76 mm, cannon for half-en-hour, 
the third day of Israeli raids’ against 
terrorist bases in Lebanon follow- 
ing the Ma’alot massacre last Wei- 


nesday. 

Rashadiya has come under Is- 
raeli attack in the past. The base, 
which services all the various bran- 
ches of the terrorist movement sta- 
tioned In Lebanon, has stores and 
operations ceatres, and has often 
been used as a starting point for 
raids against -Israel. 

It has also been used for the 
training of terrorist frogmen and 
naval commandos,

UPI later reported that the Is- 
raeli destroyed a row of army- 
style barracks and 8. concrete 
bunker on the edge of the camp. 
A resident was quoted as saying 
the gunboats poured about 50, “may- 
be more” shells onto the camp and 
that ‘their fire was pretty con- 
centrated.” 

AP reported that the shells tore 
metre-wide holes in the cement- 
block houses, of which about 50 
were damaged, including six on the 
beach, used as barracks by armed 
Palestinian terrorists guarding the 
camp. The agency said the camp is 
used by the Marxist Popular Front 
for the ‘Tdberation of Palestine 
headed by Dr. George Habash. 

The bombardment on Rashadiya 
came as Lebanese and terrorist lead- 
ers inspected damage at other re- 
fugee camps which were the tar- 
gets of Thursday's Israel! air raid 
following the Ma'alot outrage the 
previous day.

‘Sternists’ bomb 
Soviet car 
in New York 


NEW YORK (JTA). — A car ‘be- 
longing to the Soviet mission to the 
U.N. was firebombed early yester- 
day morning in the Far Rockaway 
section of the city. A witness told 
police he saw a young man pouring 
gasoline on the car and then setting 
it on fire. 

An unidentified caller told both 
UPI and AP news offices here that 
the firebombing was the work of 
a group which he identified as the 
"“Sternist Committee” and said it 
was in reprisal for Soviet action 
against Jews. 

The caller reportedly also said 

. such reprisals would continue a3 
long as the Soviet Union continues 
its policy of discrimination against 
Jews. 

Police said it was the first tme 
they had heard of the “Sternist 
Committee.” 


Turkey headed for 
political crisis 
ANKARA (UPI). — The Republi- 
ean People’s Party headed by Prime 
Minister Bulent Ecevit yesterday 
decided to withdraw from Turkey's 
coalition Government, sending the 
country toward another political 
crisis, No reason for the move 

was given. 

Ecevit formed the shaky coalition 
with the ultra-conszervative NSP 
on January 26 to end 104 days of 
caretaker government rule follow- 
ing inconclusive national elections. 
Ecevit last week threatened to re- 
sign over a disputed amnesty bill, 
which reduced to 12 years the life 
sentences for three Americans con- 
victed on drug charges but exclud- 
ed Government-backed provisions to 
include political prisoners.

TEL AVIV. Premier-designate 
Yitzhak Rabin last night spelled 
out his intention of reducing inter- 
ual friction in the nation and in his 
Labour Party, and of according 
the country stable government. 

Speaking at the Labour Party 
Central Committee meeting which 
empowered him to form a govern- 
ment based on 61 Knesset votes, 
Rabin expressed his belief that even 
a narrow coalition could govern well. 
Its survival hinged on the Labour 
Party's unity. Rabin stressed. He 
set as the three immediate aims of 
his government: advancing the pre- 


sent situation on the frouts to a 5 
permanent settlement, strengthening - 


Israel's deterrent force and reducing 
internal frictions. 

He hoped that ihe National Reli- 
gious Party would join his govern- 
ment later. He did not want to end 
Labour's traditional partnership with 
the NRP, but neither did he wish 
to submit to NRP demands on the 
“Who's a Jew” issue which was 
secondary and if accepted could 
only injure U.S. Jewry — “for them, 
the Gentiles decide who is a Jew.” 

He described the proposed coali- 


tion as “the most realistic solution 


available.” 
He dwelt on the tragic background 
to the debate provided by the 


Ma’‘alot bloodbath, and warned that 
terrorism was still with us. 


Mr. Rabin spoke of the efforts " 


of the two Golda Meir cabinets, 
since the Yom Kippur war, to ex- 
haust the praspect of utilizing the 
disengagement agreements as 5 
breakthrough to permanent settle- 
ment. He said the Meir government 
had pursued trends that moved away 
from war, with Egypt, and parhaps 
with Syria. 

They also were pursuing the trend 
leading to the weakening of Soviet 
influence in the Middle East — the 
source of all evil, he said. The Meir 


government had also done its beat 3 


to preserve Israel's strength in the 
event of another war. 

Speaking of U.S.-Israel relations, 
Mr. Rabin stressed that the coun- 
tries had differing considerations. He 


went on, “In the past few days it ἢ 


was possible to perceive the strength 


of Israel’s firm stance in a debate ἥ 


with friends.” 

He believed the government 
policies presented a prospect for 
changing political conditions that 
could lead to peace, although he 
did not lose sight of the likelihood 
of war. 

He rejected the idea of a national 
coalition with the Likud because 
they did mot share such views and 
would hamper any progress to 8 
settlement, Mr. Rabin sald such a 
way out might proffer a temporary

Syria to expand vehicle 
capacity, electric power

Syria has signed a contract for 
setting up a  vehicle-assembly 
plant with the Spanish Iberica com- 
pany, in which the Canadian Massey_ 
Ferguson Corp. holds a minority in- 
terest. The plant will be located at 
Aleppo, and have an initial produc- 
tion capacity of 3,000 tractors 2 
year, but trucks and agricultural 
equipment are also to be produced 
at later stages. 

The contract provides that the 
production’s added value must reach 
δύ per cent after five years. 

‘The initial paid-up capital of the 
doint company will be Close to 
§4m., of which the Syrian govern- 
ment will subscribe 75 per cent. 
However, Iberica has been given 
the option to increase its share to 
49 per cent. The total investment 
envisaged is $i7m., the buik of 
which is to be relied oe the inter- 
national money marke: 

“The company — named Al Furat 
— has been guaranteed ᾿ eee 
fit margin of 12 per cen’ * 
and ah been exempted from all 


taxes, both direct and Indirect. 
Therica has also been guaranteed 
against nationalization, and against 
loss due to politica] decisions or in- 
ternal unrest. 

Another major project to be 
launched in Syria is the Mehardeh 
(at the Orontes River) power sta- 
tion, which is to have a capacity of 
125MW. The project — including 
some ancillary installations — is to

Ashkelon home is decorated 


-with several physical fitness tro- 


phies, a shelf of books he has 
written, edited or translated, and 
several folk-musie instruments. He 
won the 1954 “Mr, Physique World” 
and several other titles. His pub- 
lished works all deal with ancient 
and contemporary Greek, Cretan, 
and Persian themes, the most recent 
of which is “Cretan Mantinades,” a 
collection of song-poems translated Ἐπ 
from the Greek and published in 
Athens last February. Mr. Regovin 
plays the flute, saxophone and 
clarinet, writes and arranges music 
for himself and others, and had his 
own band for several years in 
America, 

He immigrated from the U.S.A. 
to Israel three years ago with bis 
mother and son. The move was in- 
spired "by my chief concem, the 
vehabilitation of the world’s Gypsy 
population. A great historica} in- 
justice has been done to these peo- 
ple, and as 8 Jew who has the 
privilege of living in a newly-won 
homeland, I feel a special responsi- 
bility to make known the fact that 
Gypsies were co-victims with the 
Jews in Auschwitz and other con- 
centration camps. They also are a 
nationless, wandering people, dis- 
criminated against in most coun- 
tries, and their age-long persecution 
is similar to that of the Jews, re- 
sulting in extermination along with 
other ‘undesirables’ under Hitler. 

“tt is estimated that from 600,000 
to 3,000,000 Gypsies were killed in 
the camps alone. The toll from 
other regimes raises that figure 
considerably, in contemporary times 
alone.” When I asked why the great 
variation in the figure, Mr. Ragovin 
replied that there was.no group or 
organization prepared to do the re- 
search, “The Gypsies are generally 
a forgotten people, scattered, dis- 
heartened, and defeated. Tribes are 


cor “eras an 


now becoming assimilated and dying 
out." 

Mr. Ragovin lived with several 
tribes over a period of seven years 
in Greece, learmed the obscure 
Romany language in five dialects, 
and collected previously unrecord- 
ed Gypsy music, poetry and stories. 
He came to love the people for 
their warmth and generosity and 


‘ began serious research into their 


history. This resulted in an 800- 
page account of his life among the 
tribes — “Last Harbour” — which is 
stl unpublished. Why unpublished? 
“It's a socially very sensitive docu- 
ment, which may at this time endan- 
ger both the Gypsy nation and those 
trying to help them to secure auton- 
omous areas, or at least the minimal 
Tights accorded to others. But 
things change constently. and I 
hope some day to publ this ae- 
count of a form of genocide. 
“There are si similarities 
between Gypsies and Jews. They 
were always monotheistic. As in 


emerge. 
even alleged to have participated

Noar tribe, now almost completely 
Arabized. All this new material, ad- 
ded to the research already com- 
pleted in New York, Mexico and 
California, will result in the major 
work on which I am now con- 
centrating.” 

Ready for publication is Greek 
Love Songs, Volume II of a three- 
volume anthology of Greek folklore 
dating back an entire millennium. 
A Romany dictionary, and an orig- 
inal musical narration are in pre- 
paration.

Ig that were to happen on a large scale, prices would 
rise (while the price of gold would decline): i.e. eco- 
nomic expansion would de accompanied by inflation, 
23 was mostly the case in the past. 

In the present sttuation, however, such a develop- 
ment is obstructed by the contrary — deflationary — 
pressure exercised by the increase oil bill. The effect 
has been aptly compared to that of a purchase tax 
levied on the economies of the oll consuming coun- 
tries: though the tax revenue might eventually be 
spent for various purposes, the people concerned would 
be left with less disposable income of their own, and 
would have to work and produce more to earn the 
amounts disbursed. 

- Recycling tax revenue 

The “recycling” of the tax revenue would at best 

have a redistributive effect, but would add nothing 
. to the economy’s purchasing power. At best the eco- 
nomy would have to adjust itself to a changed pro- 
‘duction avd consumption pattern, to avoid a crisis, 
but without the help of Keynes’ monetary levers. 

It stands to reason that in spite of the prophecies 
of slump, it will be the inflationary pressures that 
will gain the upper hand, at least at the beginning. 
Attempts to check the inflationary development failed 
im most countries, even before the energy . crisis. 
They will now meet increased opposition owing to 
the added inflationary impact of huge investments 
required for opening new energy sources and for 
new projects called forth by the changed economic 
conditions, and of the increased spending of the new 
oil-rich. Abu Dhabi and Alberta, and Scot- 
land, Saudia and Norway will enjoy their windfall 
riches in a grand way, and thelr added purchasing 
power will affect demand in other countries.

TEL AVIV. — A new gold coin, 
the “Kruger gold ranc," has made 
its appearance on Liltenblum Street 
and is being rapidly snapped up 
since it iy considered underpriced 
(at present). Ir goes for IL800 to 
IL900 a coin. 

The coin, which weighs one troy 
ounce 131.5 grams:, is minted in 
South Africa, and since the govern- 
ment of South Africa has strict 
regulations against exporting the 
rand, the Kruger coin is being taken 
abrozd by tourists who can convert 
it into banknotes in most countries 
of the world. 

The South Afmean Government 
hag even tacitly encouraged such 
“exports” of the coin iwhich is al- 
most pure golds since South Africa 
is a gold-producing country, and 
this is 4 means of selling gold at 
@ price above the marker price 
for raw gold. Moreover. like the 
sovereign, it can be bought and sold 
by the small investor or speculator 
whos cannot raise enough money to 
buy a kilogram of gold.

Street were very orm = yesterday, 
with mast foreign currenctes rising 
a bit.
